New York, April 17.—(Special.]—aA 
crowd of several thousand persons en- 
gulfed Peaches Browning as she left 
a West 38th street hat shop this aft- 
ernoon.

Three Perish, 
‘Sixteen Hurt 
In Two Fires 


Two men and a woman lost their 
lives and six other, persons were in- 


jured early today in a spectacular fire |: 


in a rooming house at 663-665 North 
Dearborn street, and in an explosion 
caused by starting a fire in a stove 
with kerosene at 1825 Hadden avenue, 
ten persons were seriously burned, six 
of them probably fatally. Two of the 
latter had their eyes blown out. Police 
expressed the belief that the ‘Dearborn 
street blaze, which spread with great 
rapidity, was started by a drug addict. 

One of the men who was killed was 
responsible for the injury of two fire- 


house. As the firemen carried the un- 
conscious men down a ladder from the 
third floor, this man, crazed by the 
pains of his burns, leaped twenty feet 
on to the middle rungs and the ladder 
collapsed. 

The five were thrown to the ground. 
The man who leaped suffered a frac- 
tured skull when he struck the pave- 
ment below. He died, unidentified, at 
the Henrotin hospital an hour later.

Every way police turned last night 
|in the investigation of the murder of 
| Wiliam “Rags” McCue there was 
beer—not the foamy amber fluid itself, 
but the certainty it was the commodity 
that caused the murder, as it has 
caused many previous murders. 

McCue, whose body was found yes 
terday morning in a ditch near Hins- 
| dale, was the latest victim of a long 
} list whose deaths have been directly 
traceable to the rivalry of beer gangs 
for beer business. For McCue was a 
beer hustler, commonly known as a 
runner, who made deliveries for the 
Kiondike O'Donnell faction. In his 
pockets was found an account book 
which listed his customers and the 
amounts of their indebtedness. 

! Was Quinlan Murder Witness. 

| He was the successor of the late 
| Walter Quinlan, to whose murder he 
|was an eyewitness. Quinlan’s death 
[gave him added duties, more cus- 
tomers. 

There was a suspicion that he may 
have been. killed in the belief it was 
he who named “ Paddy the Fox’ Ryan 
to the police as Quinian’s slayer. He 
had been generally credited with fur- 
nishing this information, but it was 
known yesterday he didn’t. Joseph 
Sindelar, the proprietor of the saloon 
at 1700 South Loomis street, where 
Quinlan was killed as he delivered two 
barrels of O"Donnell’s beer, was the 
one who first named Ryan, it was ad- 
mitted.

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New York, April 17.—{Special. }—-The 
Metropolitan Life Insurance company 
today issued a statement that, for the 


first three months of 1926, the 168

FINE LIQUORS AT 
HAVANA PRIGES 


Cost Cut to Bone as Mil- 
lion Cases Find Way In. 


Miami, Fla., April 17.—[Special.]— 
A new. low retail price for imported 
Mquor prevails in eastern Florida to 
day. For bona fide goods, the present 
figure is the record low here since pro- 
hibition. Natives residing from Key 
West and Miami to Paim Beach can 
buy the best quality of rum, whiskey, 
gin, and champagne here as cheaply 
as tourists can buy it in Havana to 
smuggle back into the States, with at- 
tending dangers and expense. 

Quotations as of Saturday, April 10, 
f. o. b. dealers’ stores, are: Gordon or 

Gibly gin, $25 a case; rum [white], 
$27.50; rum [bacard!], $30; charnpagne, 
$65; and various rye and Scotch whis- 
kies from $40 to $45 a case. The stock 
is offered in quantities ranging from 
balf a case to 1,000 cases. 

Million Cases Imported. 

It js estimated by men familiar with 
and personally interested in the Florida 
liquor importing business that there 

were more than a million cases of vari- 
ous kinds of alcoholic beverages 
brought into Florida during the winter 
and that about half that amount is 
still im the hands of dealers here, 
either in warehouse or other cache 
located in east coast territory. 

While the United States senate com- 
mittee is listening to Opinions and 
theories regarding prohibition enforce 
ment, Florida is presenting a concrete 
fllustration of a fairly successful meth- 
od of dealing with the problem, and 
offering the country evidence that this 
community of reasonably cheap liquor 
is prosperous and orderly and attract- 
ing the best class of people in large 
numbers from all the dryer and more 
expensively liquored states in the 
Union. 

No “Split” Liquor, Boastr. 

It is the boast of the Fiorida boot- 
leggers that there is no “ split” liquor 
in this market and that, excepting 
among Negroes, no moonshine is 
made. The stock in trade is honest to 
goodness imported stuff, nonpoteonous, 
excepting as all pure alcohol is poison- 
ous, and authentic. This point has 
been established by federal authorities 
who have made small captures of con-

cabbage, 100; boiled cabbage, 5; pres- 
sure cooked cabbage, 5: fireless cooker 
cabbage, 5; canned cabbage, 25.

butter, egg yolks, string beans, bananas, 
raw green peas, stove cooked peas, 
canned peas, lettuce and apples When 
it comes to the vitamin which promotes 
growth canning and heating are not of 
great importance. 

Eddy calls attention to another point 
which must be considered when we think 
of the richness of foods in vitamins. It 
is the proportion of water they contain. 
In a table such as those given the very 
watery foods do not show’up well. The 
water they contain is a dead loss from 
the vitamin content. When they are 
compared with a dry food they show less 
vitamin, pound for pound. But, in fact, 
when we are eating watery foods such 
as bananas, apples, grapes and oranges, 
we make up for the watery content by 
eating a little more of the food.

T has been a long time since his 
honor, Judge Landis, took a full 
swing at Mr. Ban B. Johnson, the 
president of the American league, 

but one suspects that it won't be long 

now. 


His honor, the judge, is due to haul 
off and dot his excellency, the presi- 
dent, a jolly dab 
on the presiden- 
tial proboscis al- 
most any of these 
otherwise joyous 
spring p. m.’s. 

Mr. Johnson has 
decided that the 
latest amendment 
to the baseball 
constitution, 
whereby pitchers 
are permitted to 
powder their fin- 
ger tips with 
rosin, is not ac- 
ceptable to the 
American league. | 

This amendment 
is unimportant at — 
| best, for some pitchers say rosin 
doesn’t help them and others say they 
can achieve the same result by pat- 
ting their finger tips on the sofl of the 
pitching box. And those who do wish 
to use rosin may go along using it 
anyway, just as they did when the 
rule against it stood on the books. 

~o- 

Rosin can be dusted on the neutral 
background of a player’s flannels or a 
bag of it can be hidden on the bench, 
where the pitcher can have recourse 
to it between innings. Or the infield- 
ers can powder their clothing with it 
and touch up the ball as they pass it 
from hand to hand between pitches. 

So, altogether, it makes little practi- 
cal difference whether the rule says the 
pitchers may use rosin or may not 
use it. . 

However, Mr. Johnson, whose arm of 
authority has become somewhat atro- 
phied since 1921, recently decided to 
give the once imperial] souper a work- 
out, so he raised it up in a forbidding 
gesture and said: 

“No rosin.” 

This caused much surprise and ex-

FOUR NATIONAL 
SWIM RECORDS | 
SET AT DETROIT 


Detroit, Mich., April 17. —M)—Four | 
national swimming records were set 
today in the final indoor meet of the | 
season at the Detroit Yacht club. The 
marks to fall were the 400 yard back 
stroke relay, interscholastic; the 800 
yard breast stroke relay; the 1,000 yard 
breast stroke relay, and the 300 yard 
women’s medley. 

Northwestern High school, which fin- 
ished second to Wilmington, Del, in 
the recent nationa] interscholastic 
tournament, clipped six seconds from 
the record set at that meet, swimming 
the four hundred yard back stroke re 
lay in 4:53 3-5. 

In the breast stroke events a Detroit 
Yacht club team swam the 800 yards 
in 11:22 3-5, clipping 3:4-5 seconds from 
the record held by Brooklyn (N. Y.) 
Central Y. M. Ci A. The team then 
sent a fifth man into the water for the 
other 200 yards to erase the mark of 
14:33 45 for the 1,000 yards held by 
Yale. The time for the 1,000 yards was 
14:27 3-5.

Money for State. 


The headquarters of the Lincoln 


Highway association has received ad- 
vice from the bureau of public roads, 
department of agriculture, Washing- 
ton, D. C., relative to the distribution 
of the 1926 appropriation’ for federal 
aid to the states for highway con- 
struction. 

The appropriation for the year be 
ginning July 1, 1926, was authorized 
by the postoffice appropriation act, 
Feb. 12, 1925. As a result of this ap- 
propriation $73,125,000 has been ap- 
portioned to the various states and 
will be used under the same plan of 


coéperation with the states which has 


been in successful operation for five 
years. 

The bureau reports that approxi- 
mately 10,000 miles of federal] aid roads 
will be brought to completion during 
1926 and that the indications are that 
next year will see at least as large a 
mileage completed.

To Get Rid of Brown Spots. 

If there are brown spots on the 
hands, a saturated solution of hypo- 
sulphite of soda may be used.

It is not always effective, I’m 
told by some correspondents, but by 
others -whom I suspect of being a. bit 
more persistent in its use I’m told it is. 

Enlarged joints are difficult to 
smooth out.

Gesign of this dress—pattern 

No. 2283—is one that is suitable

finished with an inset vest ‘that is 
rolled with the collar, forming revers. 
Then, to give the required fullness the 
dress is slashed in from the underarm 
edges at the hips, front and back, and 
the extra amount laid in plaits. Strap 
belts at each side conceal the seam that 
joins the plaits to the upper part of 
the dress. These belts should be cut 
of the dress material. Silk lines them. 
The two parts may be joined in a 
wrong side seam, leaving it open at 
one end so it can be turned right side 
out. 
a tape needle to one raw edge, first 
putting the needle inside, so that just 
the eye shows. After the needle is 
fastened push it through the belt and 
the turning will be done in a jiffy. 
Then pains must be taken in basting 
the edges so that the seam stitching 


An easy way to do this is to sew, 


comes exactly to the edge all around. 

First, though, the open end must be 
turned in accurately and slip or blind 
stitched together. Then lay a cloth 
over the belts and press flat. These 
belts should be tacked to the dress 
invisibly, and the buttons may be 
sewed right through belt and dress, 
which will help to keep them where 
they belong. 

In finishing the sleeves at the wrist 
the band must pot be cut too close, for 
unless the material is thin the band is 
apt to be too tight when finished. 
Gathering the lower edges of the 
sleeves into the bands and setting the 
lining on both take up a little of the 
size, and it can appear to be really 
close fitting, and yet be comfortable.

Water Cress. 


Water cress may be eaten plain or 
with salt as a relish, but .f we wish 
to subdue its biting quality we have 
need to serve it with a French dress- 
ing, when it seems almost like a dif. 
ferent thing from the plain sprig. It 
can be made into showy and handsome 
platter salads in combination with 
asparagus, pimento, and so forth. 
Great numbers of people care for no 
more than a sprig or two. or as they 
get it when the cress is served as a 
garnish, as it is with broiled and 
roasted birds, both the large and. the 
smhall ones. It is also considered the 
perfect garnish for a thick broiled 
beefsteak. The great season for this 
green is from March through May. 
although it is also abundant in the

Wash the 
rest in rather heavily salted water 
first, and then in clear water several 
times. It should not remain in salted 
water or with salt water on it, al- 
though this is needed at first to sep- 
arate from it any snail or small bug 
or any relative of such live stock, It 
is a good plan to inspect the cress 
sprig by sprig, and then to dip it in 
the salt water, also sprig by sprig; 
after that, in fresh water, and finally 
throw into a wire drainer. If it is to 
be used raw, for salad or relish, ‘t 
must be well drained and not sloppy. 
It can be washed in the morning, 
arained, and put in a salad bag for 
dinner. When the stems are coarse it 
is best to pinch off about three inches 
of the tips of the sprigs for use and 
pick off the perfect leaves below, re- 
jecting the stem unless the cress is to 
be cooked. Of course, not quite the 
care is required in washing cress 
which is to be cooked as when it is to 
be used in any fashion raw. 
Cress Greens. 

Pick over cress and wash. Pour 
scalding water over it and let it stand 
on the stove in this boiling water for 
from three to five minutés. Drain off 
the water and rinse with cold, and 
cook gently in no more water than 
clings to it. A little butter and salt 
is all that is needed to finish it, but 
it may be sieved and used like spinach 
as a “support” for poached eggs, etc. 
The egg, as well as the greens, should 
be so well drained as not to stand in 
even the smallest puddle of water. 


Preparation and Cooking of any Green. 

It is best to pick over any green dry. 
perhaps shaking each plant, and also 
examine and trim. After that wash 
in as many waters-as is reasonabie, 
lifting the greens out of the water in- 
to a colander rather than pouring the 
water off from the greens. Today ex- 
tra washings are not only needed to 
remove dust, and gravel, and sand, but 
because the market gardeners use 


well first. 


ter. Wash the creas and lift out of 
the rinsing water into a small flat bot. 
tomed aluminum kettle. Cover the 
kettle closely and set over a smal) 
amount of fire and cook unti) tender, 
sprays which will remain on parts of 
the plants for weeks. When greens 
need crisping do not leave them in 
water, but drain them and put them 
in paper. As the water on them evap.

Almost 
any green is improved, and keeps its 
color better, if blanched for a few 
minutes in “ live” steam, or that from 
hard boiling water, or in boiling water. 
It sterilizes them and then when they 
are rinsed or “ sousied” in cold water, 
sO as to be completely chilled before 
the cooking, the rapid change of tem- 
perature does something that shortens 
the cooking process a great deal, so 
that any green may have a fine green 
color when it is cooked, without the 
doubtful addition of baking soda. 
Crisping Asparagus. 

Some of our expert hostesses have a 
way of crisping cut flowers that can 
be used in the case of asparagus, but 
in this case it reveals a sad fact, 
namely, that the tight elastic bands 
which are put around bunches of as. 
paragus injure the stems a great 
deal, and, if used, the lower one need 
not be put around double so as to cut fo 
into the stem. Flowers, like sweet 
peas, and even roses, can be crisped 
so that*their stems seem as live and 
stif! as those on the piant. often re 
viving those that are wilted and mak 
ing all keep extra long, by putting 
the freshly cut stemis into water just 
off the boiling. This means that the 
water is poured into some other uten- 
sil than that in which it was boiled, be 
cause hot metal would defeat the pur- 
pose of this, yet the steam seems to 
have as much influence in reviving the 
whole plant part as the water. As.

For the Roland of the tiered skirt we have the 
Oliver of that other model which is fashionably shirred in 
front. So on it goes until every normal brain is bound to 
be unsettled by the necessity of choosing one particular 
style. 

Meanwhile, among al! these later versions of the bridal 
gown, the period frock has never ceased to keep step with 
“Here Comes the Bride.” I get no more sensation of nov- 
dig when I say this than when I murmur, “ Please pass 
the butter.” But I can't help it. I’ve got to record truths. 
no matter how mellow, and the truth is the period gown is 
more popular for the bride than ever before. 

Of course it cannot be chosen by just any type of bride. 
But, granted the necessary qualifications of youth, slimness, 
and medium height, one can hardly make a misstep by 
choosing this mode. There remains, then, only the minor 
problem of how best to develop that picturesque fashion. 

In our’ fourth sketch on the page we present one of the 
current ideas on the subject. Here is a gown which is 
made of white antique satin of a heavy quality and which 
differentiates its calyx of a skirt by a wide front pane! of 
white silk met. This panel is crossed by ruffles of Duchesse 
lace widening progressively from top to hem. Duchesse 
lace is again introduced in the cap sleeves finished with 
Yheir upturned ruches of white satin. These same ruchings 
of seli-material appear again on the model whenever ther 
seems a reasonable opening for their services. They add a 
final note in establishing the quaintness of this Eugenie 
revival. | 

One may dismiss the train entirely from the period wed- 
ding gown, but here this detail is added with laudable re- 
suits. It hangs from the shoulders and is, of course, detach- 
able. A final item of interest is the fact that a ten incb 
border of tulle incloses the strip of satin. 

Tulle with the tactful aid of orange blossoms makes the 
vyel—one of the loveliest and most pictorial of such finish- 
ing touches I have ever seen. It is not, however, for the 
girl with the irregular, piquant face. Before attempting 
this coiffure, look into the glass with the idea of gathering 
information—not merely with that of self-approval. If you 
look like a Botticelli nymph, or Lady Diana Manners, or « 
Greek coin, you may afford to take chances with this veil. 
Utherwise seek for some less severe manipulation of ‘olds. 

The model which I have just described may be of taffcta.

The foundation of the gown is orchid tulle. and the 
feta appliques are in slightly darker tone.

Today we find.at 
many fashionable weddings all of the ‘attendants are chid 
in that erstwhile exclusive tone. Usually, however, the 
maids’ white is relieved by touches of color, or at least of 
gold and silver. 

Eloquent of the modern spirit is the model at the left— 
an imported frock shown by one of our leading. Fifth avé 
nue establishments. It 1s of white taffeta and is veiled id’a 
rose pattern of lace shot with gold and silver threads. Cor- 
roborating the glint of gold here comes a deep band of 
cloth of gold.on the white taffeta underskirt. This bandis 
set off with an appliqued knot of pastel blue ribbon encoun- 
tered again at the back of the corsage under the gracefti: 
lace cape. There in the back a V is defined with the aid of 
flat appliqued rosebuds in pink ard blue, and again, at 
the top of the gold cloth hem, we encounter these same 
blooms. A hat of flesh pink hair bound and entwined with 
blue velvet finds itself in thorough accord with this sociefy. 

The last sketch on our page is a suggestion for the brides- 
maid which looks like a complete textbook of the styles‘of

fully simple. 

Again taffeta is chosen for the medium of the maid's 
frock, but this time it occurs in the soft green now so popu- 
lar.

Brilliant Season

BOUT once a year statistics take to themselves the 
tongue of eloquence in narrating the deeds of the Chi- 
cago Symphony orchestra. At a quarter past ten or 
thereabouts next Saturday night the organization’s

On one item Mr. Stock undoubtedly holdg a record. The 
names of thirteen American composers appear on the sea- 
son’s records, and it is exceedingly doubtful whether any 
other orchestra in the United States, for that ‘matter in the 
world, has done as much for American music. Be it added. 


‘he does not play these works merely because they are Amer- 


ican. They must first pass his own reasonably severe tests 
as to whether they are worth playing. Still, he takes the 
trouble to find out those that are worth playing, and it is this 
attitude, regardless of nationality, that makes the Chicago 
Symphony orchesura interesting. 

It would seem that the host of visiting conductors in New 
Yo°k, with a few brilliant exceptions, have been treating that 
city as though it were a hinterland in music, and presenting 
works that cause little strain on the power of understanding. 
This air of amiable condescension has enraged some of the 
reviewers. If you care to look, you will find remarks in the 
public prints where the chief strain seems to be applied to 
treating the subject adequately and yet politely. That is a 


situation that seldom arises here. 


Among the soloists of the season, the pianists had the lead. 
There were seven: Harold Samuel, Percy Grainger, Alexan- 
der Brailowsky, Rudolph Reuter, Walter Gieseking, Arthur 
Shattuck, and Ottorino Respighi. The violinists, five in num- 
ber, were Samuel Dushkin, Joseph Szigeti, Amy Neill, Ce- 
celia Hansen, and Jacques Gordon. Elisabeth Rethberg and 
Florence Austral carried the banner of the singers, and Pablo 
Casals and Alfred Wallenstein of the cellists. It might be 
added that Miss Austral, who was due to sing in one of the 
Tuesday afternoon concerts, was obliged to cancel because 
of illness, her place being taken by Claire Dux, and that 
Mabel Garrison came into the Tuesday afternoon concert of 
the week just past and sang a group of most ingratiating 
songs. Asa further addition to the record, when Mr. Respighi 
and Mr. Grainger appeared as pianists, they also stepped up 
as visiting conductors anf directed performances of their own

_ As to the most interésting bit of new music of the season, 
itis a good deal a matter of personal choice. The vote of this 
departrnent would ‘be cast for Respighi’s “ Pini di Roma,” 
which, by the way, will be played for the second time this 
week, and which is a record extended to only a few composi- 
tions at any time. Respighi also did charming things with 
his set of old Italian darces and airs for the lute, and Eric 
DeLamarter in his symphony, “ After Walt Whitman,” ac- 
complished something of the same results with some young 
American dances and airs for popular orchestra. 

There were some surprising works, as well. One of the 
most surprising, though for unexpected reasons, was Mias- 
kowsky’s Fifth Symphony. This piece, in connection with the 
present showing of “Carmencita aud the Soldier” at the 
Great Northern, gives one furiously to think.

Babbitt Starts a 


Counter Offensive 


By H. L. Mencken. 

HE luncheon clubs that infest the land have had at least 
one good effect: they have made Mr. Babbitt articulate, 
When they began, ten or fifteen years ago, he was so 
shy that he had to employ professional rhetoricians to 

speak for him, and so times were good for a multitude of 
decayed chautauquans, clerical and lay. There ensued -the 
renaissance for, perhaps more accurately, the invention) of 
Idealism, with its lovely handmaiden, Service. Belching com- 
fortably after his weekly feast, and busy with his toothpick, 
Babbitt was teld that the Future of Humanity was in his 
hands—that the Brotherhood of Man would come in as soon 
as all the diplomats and politicians were hanged, and their 
high offices filled with altruistic realtors, public spirited insur- 
ance agents and investment securities brokers, and honor 
graduates of the carpet-sweeper, blank book, canned goods, 
and lime and cement businesses. 

Certain disconcerting snickers followed. There were per- 
indeed, who professed to find the whole program 
Some of them wrote books, and 


sons, 
absurd, and even obnoxious. 
others articles. The general tendency of these writings was 


cynical. Babbitt was advised to attend to his customers and 
leave high matters of state to his betters. When, soon after- 
ward, his new-found idealism began to take on a mystical 
cast, and the news went round that Christ was the first Ro- 
tarian, and that Ignatius Loyola and Martin Luther, if they 
were alive, would be sirging ‘“‘ Sweet Adeline” with Kiwanis 
—when this news got into circulation there were ribald 
guffaws. 

“ver since then Babbitt has been a comic character. _The 
intelligentsia have a great dea] of fun with him. He is de- 
picted as the heir and assign of the three tailors of Tooley 
street. He takes rank, in the national gallery of clowns, with 
the movie actor, the prohibition fanatic, and the butter-and- 
egg man. Even the newspapers begin to treat him a bit 
mockingly. In the colleges he is belabored with youthful 
humor, much of it of a rough and even indelicate character. 

* * 

So beset, he sweats, and sweating, he seeks surcease. Here, 
alas, his hired rhetoricians fail him. Having come to the 
doctrine that Christ was the first Rotarian, they seem unable 
to proceed any further. Instead, they simply keep on re- 
peating it, and every time they repeat it there are fresh hoots 
from the gallery. So Babbitt is forced to take up the cudgels 
for himself; necessity has made him articulate. He roars and 
backbites fn all newspapers that remain friendly to him. He 
writes articles in the periodicats devoted to optimism and 
sound investments. Imitating the Hon. Al Smith, he even 
takes to the air. 

His defense takes two main forme. On the one hand, he 
seeks to prove that the gaudy talk he listens to once a week 
is not, after all, merely gaudy talk—that there is actually 
something substantial in his yearning for Service—that. he 
is spending his hard money to dig bathing pools in a thousand 
far-flung towns, and to buy compasses and Bibles for the Boy 
Scouts, and to put flags on school houses, and to outfit one- 
legged boys with wooden legs. And on the other hand, he 
seeks to prove that his critics are a dubious and dangerous 
lot—that most of them incline toward the soviet system of 
government, and that practically all of them are in favor of 
nude statues, jazz, birth control, the recall of judges, the 
saloon, French literature, cigaret smoking and free love. 

In the latter department, obviously, his defense becomes an 
offensive. His aim is to get release from the mocking that he 
has been suffering by raising up moral indignation against 
his critics. He wants to show that they are enemies, not 
only to the sublime principles of Rotary and Kiwanis, not 
only to the ideal of Service and the code of ethics of the 


‘kitchen utensil manufacturing business, but also to chastity, 
‘Americanism, innocent childhood, Near East Relief, Coolidge, 


and God.

It is also familiar to every one who ventures to 
criticize the current capitalism. When he argues against 
robbery by Wall street he is accused of being in favor of rob- 
bery by the bolsheviks. 

This tu quoque answer, I fear, has holes in it, and they are 
never more gaping and conspicuous than when it is employed 
by Babbitt. For the fact is, of course, that very few of his 
critics are guilty, even remotely, of the immoral notions and 
practices he lays to them, and that their objection to him 
really has nothing to do with morals at all. He does not 
offend them by being too good; he offends them by being too 
vulgar. In other words, their criticism of him is grounded, 
not upon a canon of ethics, but upon a canon of taste. He 
stems to them to be something of a bounder, and s0 they 
laugh at him. 

Worse, his very defense is full of support for their case. 
For that defense invariably takes the form of noisy boasting 
about his altruism—and such boasting, obviously, is never 
done by gentlemen, There are, I take it, thousands of men 
outside Rotary who work for international peace, and there 
are thousands outside Kiwanis who outfit poor boys with 
glass eyes and wooden legs. But these men outside, having 
done so much, do not gather in gangs to brag about it. They 
do not employ professional rhetoricians to praise them for it 
They do not send for newspaper reporters to write about it. 
Finally, they do not assume (and hint) that if they didn’t do 
it, it wouldn’t be done. Here is a difference, and it is a con- 
siderable one. It is the difference between men of dignity and 
—well, men not of dignity, It is the difference between men 
who are respected and men who are laughed at. 

s 

There are, among the Babbitts, certain advanced thinkers 
who seem to be growing aware of the fact. I notice, in the 
copious literature of the new Service, an increasing dissent 
from the prevailing blather. The old gaudy, innocent days of 
whoop-la braggadocio are drawing to an end. There are 
heretics who argue boldly that it would be better to devote 
more time to business and less to scratching backs, and 
there are other heretics who even rise to the infamy of ques- 
tioning Service, itself. What is actually in it? Is it, as ad- 
vertised, a passionate yearning to sacrifice Self? Or is it 
simply a desire to bathe Self in ointments, perfumes, and 
skyrockets. 

Such heresies, as I say, begin to penetrate the very sanc- 
tuary. ‘They are heard whenever the customary din dies 
down. Already they.arouse a certain apprehension among 
the consecrated. They are denounced as the phantasms of 
earthworms. Orators oppose them in roaring, indignant 
terms. Anon, no doubt, the hint will go round that their 
proponents are fellows who carry on injudiciously with their 
stenographers. Nevertheless, they seem to be spreading, and 
in the long run, perhaps, they will prevail. . 

For the American business man is naturally a hard-headed 
fellow, and, though it is easy to fool him transiently, it is 
difficult to fool him for long. His weakness is a sort of intel- 
lectual shyness. When he comes into contact wi'n ideas 
they tend to alarm him. Thus he is prone to accept what- 
ever is put forward with the most assurance, regardilees of 
the source. Politicians, in consequence, find him an easy 
mark, and with them all the vast rabble of lesser mounte- 
banks. But if history teaches anything at all, it is that he 
doesn’t remain faithful to one mountebank very long. There 
is always a new one coming in, and by the same token there 
is always an old one going out. His sagacity is not sufficient 
to fetch them all, but he manages to fetch them one by cone. 

Thus I predict hard times, and at no distant day, for the 
apostles of Service. The whisper has begun to go about that 
they aro frauds. It is heard and pondered. If they are wise 
they wil retire swiftly to the ante-chamber, divest ther-

A popular theater theme is that of death 
acceptance of it. Always has been. A helpful theme, too, 
if any of the dramatists who employ it could help the world 
to a saner and happier approach toward the mysteries. So 
far none of them has. 

The newest of dramas toying with this theme is called 
“Glory Hallelujah.”” Thomas Mitchell, an actor playing 
the hero in “ The Wisdom Tooth,” and a collaborator, Ber- 
tram Bloch, wrote it, and Guthrie McClintic has staged and 
produced it. It is much like Henning Berger’s ‘“‘ The Deluge,”’ 
if you remember that play. In “ The Deluge” a varied group 
of middle class citizens were caught in a basement bar the 
time the floods came to a Missouri river town. Expecting 
to die any minute, each undertook the squaring of his own 
soul, and, when relief came, each as promptly reverted to 
his uglier worldly type. 

In “Glory Hallelujah” t is a comet that threatens the 
end of the world. Flying between the sun and the earth 
and traveling at practically the same speed as the earth, 
the comet is to absorb the sun’s heat and the earth is to 
freeze. In seven days, scientists report by redio, all live 


} things on the earth will have perished.

In an east side “ dump,” a cheap hotel housing a few 
bums and sevéral poorly paid workers, the effect of the ap- 
proach toward death fs graphically detailed.

Many thrills in the play, in fact, it is absorb 
ingly interesting for at least half its length. But it is also 
rather a protracted moan on a single note sung in an at- 
mosphere of gloom, and that is a difficult kind of play to 
popularize in the spring. Also it is frequently offensively 
profane, and there are still a few thousand of us who object 
to this kind of dialogue. Therefore, I’m not so sure of a 
continued success. ‘

Prevent Railroad Wreck. 


“There is today, through the con- 
struction and operation of these ama- 
tedr radio stations, a wholly independ- 
ent system of communication through- 
out the United States which could be 
used in time of emergency and, as a 
matter of fact, has been used on fre- 
quent occasions. I heard today, for 
instance, of a railroad wreck, with a 
train approaching that wreck with the 
railroad wires all down. Through this 
amateur system it was possible to com- 
municate by radio with points between 
the train and the wreck to get word 
to stop the train. 

“The amateurs have used their serv- 
ice quite frequently in connection with 
catastrophes and calamities, floods, and 
great storms where the wires have 
gone down, They constitute a valua- 
ble source of supply, if I can use that 
term, for commercial radio operators, 
for operators in time of war, if you 
choose. 

Messages from Arctic. 

“When Commander MacDonald was 
up in the arctic last summer he serit 
me several messages from that region. 
These messages were picked up by 
amateurs throughout the United States 
and sent to me. I think Mr. MacDon- 
ald kept in touch, to a considerable 
extent, with this country through ama- 
teur communications. And I am sure 
they will be heard from again this sum- 
mer, when more expeditions will be in 
the arctic. So it represents not only 
an extensive branch of radio but a 
highly fmportant one. 


- “They do a great deal of experi- 
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‘menting and developing. Likewise, 
much of the work with short waves 
has been done by amateurs. Some of 
‘the communications between this coun- 
try and Europe on the extremely short 
waves have been done as a matter of 
amateur development.” .

ENGLAND TALKS 
TO AUSTRALIA;

LONDON April 17.—Following re. 
ports of successful two way telephony 
between London and New York via 
Rugby comes one of a wireless fea‘ 
which is even more remarkable in its 
own way. 

Rugby employs immense power and 
works ‘on a wave length of 5,700 
meters to cover a range of 3,000 miles. 
E. J. Simmonds, who already has sev- 
eral achievements to his credit, has 
been speaking to Australia, 12,005 
miles away on a wave length of 45 
meters with a power of but 95 watts. 
This is the first time that telephony 
has been transmitted from this country 


to the antipodes since Sig. Marconi 
spoke from Poldhy to Melbourne two 
years ago. 

Reception of Mr. Simmonds’ trans- 
mission was especially good. His Aus- 
tralian correspondent was able to use 
a loud speaker instead of phones and 
he heard every word of the message. 
In order to test in every way the clear- 
ness of reception Mr. Simmonds in- 
cuded in his message strings of figures 
such as barometric readings and the 
weather reports. When he had finished 
speaking the Australian repeated the 
entire message in Morse code, every 
word and figure being correct.

Palette and Chisel 
Do Admirable Work 


By Eleanor Jewett. 
HE Palette and Chisel club has 
just now as “teresting exhibi- 
tion of work « painting and 
eculpture by its members. It is 
a jury selected showing and therefore 


possibly not as representative as an 
exhibit in which each man has the 
right to hang one picture, regardless. 
The question of jury or no jury raises 
rather a fine point. Wounded feelings 
and disappointed hopes are done away 
with by the extermination of a criti- 
cal admission, but the standard of the 
work shown is often lowered and the 
facile entrance is often taken advan- 
tage of. Independents stalk in where 
conservatives hesitate to tread. 

Apparently there are always swarms 
of lonely watchers by the gates who, 
the moment the bar is dropped, rush 
with their opinions and creations into 
the most conspicuous of vantage 
points. No back seat will satisfy 
them. They want their genius to 
ecream out upon the world; their ego 
te be supreme. Generally the less 
valuable their contribution is, in the 
eyes of the’ sober observer, the more 
insistent they are that all the rest is” 
dross and theirs the pure gold. 

The Palette and Chisel club does not | 
boast a school of superiority com- 
plexes. It has a roster of names that | 
stand for a serious and well considered 
and revered art, an art that is also 
a labor. There is little of art the 
orgy, art the debacle, art the stinking 
and retten and worldly, ever to be 
found in the club's exhibits. 


Prizes Awarded. 


The present exhibition, possibly lean- 
ing a trifle in the direction of ultra 
conservatism, has in its favor many 
of the qualities followers of the paint- 
ing of the Palette and Chisel club 
painters expect to find, It has seren- 
ity, taking the pictures as a group, 
sincerity, reserve, dignity, and beauty. 
A laugh is out of place in that ex- 
hibit, but a note of sheer pleasure is 
struck again and again. 

Several prizes were awarded. A large 
interior with the interest focused on a 
pretty model admiring herself in a mir- 
ror is called by the artist, O. E. Hake. 
“ Berenice,” and won the Municipal 
Art league prize. The Palette and 
Chigel club prize was given to “ Com- 
radés,” by Oskar Gross, a sympathetic 
study of two men. The composition is 
simplicity itself and done with an air 
of nonchalant ease that is captivating. 
The older youth sings a snatch of song 
to the tinkling chords of a mandolin. 
The lovesick youth refuses to hear the 
gay assurance of other maids to woo 
and sits pensive, whetting the appetite 
of his grief by reviving memories. 

The Lydia Bontoux Purchase prize 
of $300 went to “ The Enchanted Vii- 
lage,’ by J. Jeffrey Grant. 

A beautiful piece of sculpture, round- 
ed and graceful and warm, “ The Foun- 
tain Figure,"’ by Emory P. Seidel, was 
given the C. H. Worcester prize. This 
mention of Mr. Worcester’s name 
brings up the fact that he is an artist 
in his own right... A wistful landscape, 
charming in its air of aloof and desired 


loneliness, with a sunset making rose

petals of the sky and a shrunken lake 
like a bit of fallen cloud, backed by 
trees and a piercing green swamp with 
a dark little house to pivot the color, 
is called “ Sunset, Florida Pines,” and 
is by C. H. Worcester. 

Snow Study Is Ably Done. 

Qne of the cleverest and ablest paint- 
ings in the exhibit is a study of snow 
and Walls and buildings, “Out of My 
Window,” by Maurice Greenberg. It 
was an extremely close second for the 
Bontoux prize and it is a picture that 
takes its place immediately as a suc- 
cess. It is really a remarkable achieve- 
ment. It is surprising what depth and 
variety of color white may have. 

Stark Davis is represented by a deco- 
rative canvas, “The Black Panther.” 
The red of the macaw’s, plumage is 
heightened “by the slippery, shining 
velvet black of the beast that holds it 
a captive prey. The lines in this are 
unusually good, the balance fs striking, 
the various parts melt into each other 
to fashion a skillfully premeditated 
whole. 

Among the other paintings of value 
and interest and beauty one finds 
‘“Wind and Snow,” by Frank G. 
Gavencky; “Mullion Cove, Cornwall,” 
by Charles Sneed Williams; “ Blossom 
Time,” by Roy C. Keister; “ Spring- 
time,”” by Edward Grigware; “ Sacando 
La Barca,” by Arthur G. Rider; 
“ Shadowland,” by Anthony Buchta,

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and “Blue Ridge Foothills,” by John 
A. Spelman. “La Promenade au 
Patio,” by O. E. Hake, is a charming 
whimsey. And in sculpture the “ Head 
of the Gorgon,” by Oskar Hansen, is 
interesting for ite frame of snake locks 
and setting of rough stohe or wood, 
though the expression is, to my mind, 
too mild and still to make a satisfying 
portrait of Medusa, or yet of one of her 
sisfers, the blood chilling Stheno and 
Euryalé.
